RACIAL UNDERSTANDING. IN 

. CHINA. °° - 
Ir would be interesting to discover how 
many European friends of China, since 
the Shanghai ‘riots precipitated another’ 
“Chinese problem,” have’ turned again 
to much genuinely appreciative: sketches 
of Chinese life as Hunter's ‘“ Fan Kwae 
at-Canton” and simiJar works, to see 
whether they or the author bad made a 
fundamental injstake about ,the Chinese 
national character. There seem to be 
veryfew pointsvof contact between the 
position to-day, and that of‘balf a century 
ago." Ib is true that there -has been 1 
_revolution in between, ‘but revolutions are 
usually the consequences, not the causes, 
of social change. : 

In most Chincse plays dealing with the 
revolution, ‘considerable emphasis is, laid 
upon the rapacity of the, officials, and, the 
prevalence’ of handitry. This, of course, 
ig undeniable ; but events since 1911 have 
admirably illustrated the folly of exctiang- 
ing King Log for ‘King Stork. T Where 
formerly the royal official descended upon 
the rich merchant and compelled him to 
pay a tithe of his_profits into -the pro- 
vincial exchequer, the unfortunate mer: 
chant in China is tow surrounded “by a 
horde of hungry tax-gatherers, represent- 
ing a number of different military leaders, 


J|and he is compellud to contribute his. 


litmodt in turn to each ;, and whereas, be- 
fore 1911, bandits roamed the country in 
‘detached ‘ companies, they ndw occupy 
large tracte of territory, openly and with
